A total of 7501 voters registered 
in time to be eligible to cast bal- 
lots in the April 8 city council el- 
ection, City Clerk Mrs. Margaret 
Becker announced this week. 

The total was compared with 
4559 registered voters at the time 
of the 1950 city council eiection 
—a jump of 64 per cent. 

Part of the increase, she point- 
ed out, was accounted fer by the 
number cf votets registered from 
the North Palo Alto area, which 
was annexed to the city last July. 
There were 1571 voters registered 
from the seven precincts in that 
part of the city.

DOWN THE DRAIN? 


Last week the proposed second unit of the city’s storm 
drainage proposal met vigorous opposition from residents of 
the unincorporated Brookdell area. 

The objections were based mainly on two points: first, that 
the area did not contribute water to the problem and second 
that inclusion of this section outside the city limits in a district 
organized by the city constituted taxation without representa- 
tion.

The city counci] held an informal 
hearing on the proposed second un- 
it of the drainage system with pro- 


ular meeting last week. 

The area involved is generally 
bounded by San Francisquito creek, 
Clive street, Santa Cruz avenue and 
Arbor road, including the Rosefield 
Tract and excluding areas that have 
already provided outlets to the 
creek. 

Two proposals were made. 


First, a minimum system for the

The city council has tried to compensate for the absorption 
factor by the reduced amount of the assessment in various 
areas of the proposed district. Beyond that, they must, in 
equity, assume that all areas of the “saucer” or drainage basin 
contribute some water to the system. 

The second point; ‘taxation without representation,’ is 
simply untrue. This is a special assessment district which is 
not necessarily confined to municipal boundaries any .more 
than the Menlo Park Fire district or the Menlo Park Sanitary 
district, which serve unincorporated and incorporated areas 
alike. 

And the mere presence of the objectors at the discussion 
was evidence of the fact that theyshave representation. Their 
protests carry as much weight in the proceedings as those of 
residents of corporate Menlo Park.

I have had as many as four flats 
of petunias from one package of 
seed! 

In our heavy textured soi!, it is 
impossible to raise fine-seeded an- 
nuals by planting seed directly in 
the epen ground. You can also gain 
as much as a month’s extra bloom 
by setting out plants instead of seed 
when the ground is warm.

I like best to use broad, shallow 
pots for plantiilig It is so easy to 
water from the bottom, which is 
better than having to sprinkle from 
the top, as with flats. 

A coffee can coes fine. Punch 
drain holes in the bottom with a 
nail, and cover the bottom with an 
inch of cinders er broken crockery. 
|Put a two-inch clay pot, with its 
hole plugged, in the center and 
press your soil mixture all around it. 

By filling the pot with water 
you will maintain even moisture 
in the potting soil. 

For soil you can use two parts of 
garden soil, two parts sand, and one 
part peat moss. Or you can start 
your seedlings in a sterile medium 
like vermiculite In either case, 
moisten the material and press it 
down. 

Then carefully shake the seeds 
on top and cover them with not 
more than one-fourth inch of soil, 
and firm this gently. 

Cover the pot with a piece of 
glass or several thicknesses of news- 
paper and set in a warm place. Ac- 
tual germination is probably the 
hardest part of this job.

“A place for everything” is be- 
coming one of the most important 
phases of building and homemak- 
ing. When you have a place for 
everything, this means that with 
everything in place, you have not 
only neatness and orderliness, ut 
with little effort. 


When you have to shift things 
from crowded drawcr; and shel- 
ves constantly or try to put stacks 
of things somewhere, out of the 
way, it may mean that you are 
accumulating too many things. 
However, it may also mean that 
you simply do not have adequate 
storage facilities for your posses- 
sions. 

Check yourself on some of the 
common household - pro blems: 
where does luggage go? What hap- 
pens to extra bedding? Where do 
you put your keys? Are. extra 
dishes in the way? Can you find 


pots and pans and other cooking 


utensils easily? 

If your home does not now pro- 
vide easy answers to the above as 
well as any others of which you 
can think, start solving the prob- 
lem with proper storage. Many 
of the above difficulties can be 
answered with very simple filing 
and little work; other problems 
can be resolved with only slightly 


Look around your home and see 
how much empty, unused wall 
space you have. Then look around 
at all the things you would like to 
put away. Put the two together 
and you come up with built-ins. 

Cupboards as well as all] sorts 
of devices can.be installed into 
most of your rooms at little ex- 
pense and at great saving to not 
only your possessions but to your 
well, Add to this 
the great saving in actual house- 
keeping and you have some idea 
what a small investment can do 


But just. how does one go about 


ins should be? This must be plan- 
ned for, the uses and needs each 
has, but some illustrations 


For example, if linen storage is 
your main problem, check the 
walls of your bedroom and see if 
they’re being fully used. Or, what 


rooms or is at the entrance of a 
bedroom? 

Many of these walls can take 
several rows of shallow _ chests 
without crowding the room. If the 
room is larger, deeper chests can 
be used. These may be waist high 
or even higher depending upon 


how much space you need, as well 
as what will look right in the 
room in relation to its proportions 
and furnishings. 

If you have to save space, there 
are many ways in which to do it. 
For example, do not have knobs on 
the chests for the drawers. These 
take several inches. Cutouts at 
the drawer fronts eliminate knobs 
and make them smaller and neat- 
er. Thus, they can really be 
blended into the wall as though 
they were actually built in when 
the house was constructed. 


How to Use Unseen 
Space for Storage 


Frequently you'll find that win- 
dows which do not come all the 
way to the floor, and most of them 


don’t, leave wall space that can 
be pressed into storage cases. If 
you have such a space in the bed- 
room, and the bed or beds are set 
against this particular wall, place

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Storage cases can be low, »ut as 
long as they come to the floor and 
run all the way across the wall, 
there will be much space provided. 
Use these for blankets, pillows, 
linens or seasonal items, In chil- 
dren's rooms, these types of cases 
are excellent for putting away 
toys. 

Tops of the cases can be used 
for radios, books and clocks. If

Cupboards are natural furnishings 
to the kitchen, but there are still a 


| great many kitchens with bare wall 


space that could be put to excellent 
use. Cupboards can and should sur- 
round all the main working centers 
to house all needed tools. 

Not only is cupboard space es- 
sential, but when organized like a 
file, it will increase in usefulness. 
Cupboards surrounding the range 
or cooking area can be shaped to 
hold pots and pans of all sizes, so 
that you can pick the one you want 
without extracting it from a nest of 
pans. 


Shaped partitions, uften made of 
plywood, can be used for storing 
lids as well as shallow pans, trays 
and large platters. To be most ef- 
ficient, make the pa~titions remov- 
able so they can be taken out fer 
easy cleaning, as well as for chang- 
ing the sizes of the particular 
“files” to take care of other pieces. 
Drawers near the kitchen sink 
can also be made sectional so tha’ 
utensils like forks and knives, mix 
ing spoons, spatulas and pancake 
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turners are not jumbled together in 
the drawer. Slotted holders placed 
in the drawers are excellent for 
knives, particularly, because they 
protect the cutting edge of the 
knife. 


Sliding trays placed in many 
deep kitchen drawers automatically 
eliminates confusion and at the 
same time makes ~ crk quicker be- 
cause you can pick out whichever 
piece you want quickly. 

The trays in deep drawers can 
also be partitioned to hold small 
equipment in its own place and thus 
cut down on jumbled drawers.
